sissippi Valley it has been increasing­ 
ly apparent th a t Secretary 
Hoover 
would be a friend 
at 
court 
of the

years to bear the heavy burden

half the nation. 
He had not been in 
the area being devastated by 
w aters 
rushing down from more than 30 of 
the 48 states when he announced that

possessed and made charges upon the

m ust require deliberation. 
But there 
needs no discussion over the necessi­ 
ty for the flood victims to continue to 
exist, or for the affected regions to be 
guaranteed against failure on their 
obligations. 
These things m ust 
be done 
and 
m ust be done at once. 
It w ill require 
the influence and power 
of a potent 
national figure to beat down political 
preferences and sectional indifference. 
And it seems that Secretary 
Hoover 
is honestly and earnestly determined 
to be that figure. 
We hope in confi­ 
dence th at he will succeed.— Com m er­ 
cial Appeal.

W’hen the news of William Marion 
Reedy’s death, on July 28, 1920, reach­ 
ed St. Ixiuis a pall settled 
over that 
city w here the 
great 
literary 
critic 
was horn, reared and educated, 
and 
where his life had been spent, for 
in 
thnt city m any loved and none hated 
him. 
T here “ millionaires were 
his 
friends, hut he fought for the under­ 
log; hankers were his cronies but he 
battled for the rights of m an”. 
Small 
wonder th a t charwom an and financier 
mourned his loss. 
Reedy was all his life engaged 
in 
journalistic work. 
He cam e up from 
the ranks as a cub reporter on the old 
Republican 
in 
1880 
to 
editor 
of 
Reedy’s M irror in 1896. 
The M irror 
was known widely for its sp rightli­ 
ness, its protests, and its literary m er­ 
it. 
It was the best edited and most 
widely read weekly west of the Alle­ 
ghenies. 
All the brilliant men 
and 
women of the central west sought the 
friendship of its editor and 
all 
the 
politicians feared his pen. 
Reedy has been called “the king of 
new spaper free lances who was born 
free lance, lived a free lance 
and 
died a free lance”. 
He possessed that g reatest of 
all 
characteristics 
a love for hum anity. 
No philanthropist with his millions 
ever dispensed more helpfulness than 
this man without wealth. 
P erhaps his greatest service 
was 
the encouragem ent 
and 
advice 
so 
freely offered to -truggling 
w riters. 
His eyes w ere burned out in reading 
countless m anuscripts, m any of them 
worthless, hut he considered him self 
am ply repaid in being able 
to 
help 
such a rtists as Zoe Akins, E dgar Lee 
M asters, S ara Teasdale, Dreiser, Ben- 
et. S ta rre tt, U term eyer, A m y Lowell, 
S andburg and a score of others. 
Charles J. Finger, intim ate friend 
and associate, describes Reedy as “a 
robust 
looking 
man, 
tall, 
square 
shouldered. 
N ature 
had 
wrought 
well, and a sound mind was in a big 
body. 
Sanguine he was and ardent, 
a tree th a t hail grown full straight, 
and in which, in its days of freshness, 
the sap flowed vigorously.

Dairy cows should have all 
the 
alt they want. 
The 
quantity 
con­ 
sumed will vary with the kind of feed 


and size of the animal. 
Experiments 
have shown that ordinary 
cows 
in 
milk will require about 1 ounce of salt 
a day. 
Heavy producers should get 
more. 
Many dairymen mix salt with 
the grain mixture, incorporating from 
1 to 2 pounds «if salt with each 
100 
pounds of concentrates. 
In addition, 
salt is provided so that the cows can 


have access to it and take more 
if 
they desire. 
Stock salt can he 
pur­ 
chased in several fo>ms. In cake form, 
salt may Ih* kept in each feed box in 
the barn when* the animal can lick it, 
or it may be placed 
in 
convenient 
places in the lot or pasture. 
It should
